I think that the licens- 
ing sections of the statute must be 
rend With Ihr free press clauses of tho 
'constitution. 1 think that, together, 
they clearly preclude the idea of any 
intent of congress to create any right 
in the N. I. R. A. to license the press." 


Speech First of Series 


Johnson's .speech was the first of a 


series of six to be delivered in tho 
corn belt, disturbed at present by a 
farm selling strike. He delivered it 
before 4.000 members of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce and the Illi- 
nois Manufacturers Association. 


Appealing for full support of the 


recovery program, he said all the ob- 
jections raised ot the NRA, freedom 
of the press, constitutionality of the 
recovery act, and interference with 
private 
individualism, 
were 
cither 


"synthetic dead cuts" or "hobgoblins." 


He said the? true grounds for oppo- 


sition to the NRA were not those is- 
sues, but rather the desire of "a few 
powerful men . . . for the benefit of 
the act but none of its burdens." 


He said "they want to organize and 


combine and escape the inhibitions of 
the Sherman act but they don't want 
to pivc anything in return for these 
burdens. They want to give nothing 
and take everything." 


He questioned whether some of the 


objections did not result because the 
NRA "raised wages and reduced hours 
of work and thus increased costs in 
order to relieve the despair of four 
million bread winners." 


Declaring that the NRA 
and

Roosevelt administration have "pulled 
the country one quarter way out of 
the March flumps. 2~i per cent in six 
months," Johnson said it had done so 
without 
violating 
the 
constitution, 


menacing the freedom of the press, or 
coercing any industry into a code.

And here is an interesting view from 


the Committee for tho Nation. New 
York group which you recall first ad- 
vocated the gold-buying policy which 
has just been adopted by President 
Roosevelt to raise commodity prices: 


"We have never questioned Eng- 


land's right for generations to buy 
gold in all markets of the world and, 
in its free gold market, to set the 
price for the world. Because we wish. 
at this late date, to buy a little gold, 
they talk 'currency war' and other 
bugaboos to frighten American public 
opinion." 


If you read your newspaper care- 


fully, this should give you a new slant 
on some of the press dispatches which 
quote America's "sound money" bank- 
ers. 


America's big bankers do business 


on either side of the Atlantic, there- 
fore they must be on good terms 
with the British.

Pound lip, Dollar Falls 


NEW YORK—(/P)—An upswing in 


tho British pound sterling in relation 
to both the American dollar and the 
French gold franc—taking it to the 
highest level in terms of the dollar 
since the autumn of 1914—was decid- 
edly confusing to Wall Street Mon- 
day. 


While American purchases of gold in 


London and Paris made through an 
agency of the Federal Reserve bank 
for the R. F. C., as part of the new 
dollar control program, were describ- 
ed in Washington as "substantial," au- 
thoritative quarters hero doubted that 
R. F. C. gold purchases in London had 
been sufficient to cause the sharp up- 
swing in the pound. 


The uprush in the pound, carrying 


it to $4.92'/H, or well above its old 
parity with the dollar of $4.86% took 
place before financial institutions in 
this country had opened. At the same 
time, the pound advanced about one 
franc in terms of the French franc. 


International banking quarters here

$300,000Turned 


Loose for Cotton 


Government Loan of 10 


Cents Per Pound Taken 


Advantage of 


Nearly $300,000 has been placed into 


circulation in Hempstead in the past 
10 working days due to government 
loans of 10 cents a pound to cotton 
growers who agree to reduce acreage 
planted in this community next year. 


A total of 5,588 bales of cotton have 


been warehoused for govenrment loans 
at the Union compress from October 
26, the first date 10-cent loans were 
available in the county, until the 
close of business Monday night, No- 
vember 6. More than 90 per cent of 
this cotton was grown in Hempstead 
county, according to H. O. Kyler, com- 
press manager. 


At an average, of 520 pounds to the 


bale, this figures around J290.000. Al- 
though the compress reports the big 
rush to take advantage of the loan is 
over, considerable more cotton is ex- 
pected to be handled through various 
'dealers 
making 
government 
loans. 


These 10 cent loans have been made 
on about 
one-third of 
Hempstead 


county's crop this year, it is estimated. 


Compress receipts thus far this sea- 


son are slightly ahead of the same 
date last year, although wagon and 
truck receipts are somewhat less. 


Total receipts at the compress up to 


Monday night were 38,753 bales, of 
which 26,016 were by rail and 12,737 
by wagon. 


Last years receipts, up to the same 


date, were 37,449 bales of which 26,121 
were by rail, and 11,328 by wagon.

We have to look pretty deep for 


reasons sometimes When a child is 
mean or cross or cruel. 


One Bruce, we'll say. is not a bit 


nice to Anna May. He breaks her 
toys and chases' her and is the terror 
of Anna May's life. 


His mother cannot understand it. 


neither can Anna May's mother. The 
two women are inseparable 
friends 


and dreamed up their children grow- 
ing Up together and even of marrying 
someday. 


Bruce is fine to other people, or at 


least he was until recently. Now he 
is beginning to chase other children 
occasionally and to kick other dogs, 
and cats too. He has been whipped 
but it does no good. He has 
been 


made to tell the little girl he was 
sorry. He has been put to bed, lec- 
tured, shawed—rim through the en- 
tire gamut of punishment. Yet there 
is no question that he is getting worse.

If he had grown up from babyhood 


accustomed ta.-hRis mother's friend it 
would have been different. But she 
lived in another city and only a year 
ago came back to the city of her girl- 
hood and took a house three doors 
from her old friend, Bruce's mother. 


It was a quiet suburb and the boy's 


mother had few friends before. Neith- 
er she nor her 
husband 
went 
out 


much and the boy had grown to his 
five years with his mother right on 
hand every miiiute. 


Now it was different. The two wo- 


men sometimes go out together of an 
afternoon and engage a girl to look 
after the two children while they are 
gone. 


A Bid for Attention 


Not only that, but Bruce hears his 


mother call her friend "dear." sees 
her occasionally kiss her. and pet the 
little girl and the dog.

If there is anything in the theory 


that posterity will be more interested 
in our gangsters than In any other 
single feature of present-day life, our 
grandchildren probably will consider 
'Fast One," by Paul Cain, some- 
thing in the way of a classic. 


You might call this a gangster novel 


to end all gangster novels. It leaves 
nothing to be said; all the battle, 
murder and sudden death any fic- 
tioneer could imagine are here, jam- 
med between the covers of one book, 
a homicidal carnival that leaves noth- 
ing unsaid and nobody unshot. 


A muscle man from the east, name 


of Kells, is taking a vacation in Los 
Angeles. More or less against his will 
he is drawn into the gang rivalries 
there. 
There are three mobs, en- 


gaged in the merry practice of putting 
knives into one another's backs for 
the booze, gambling, and similar priv- 
ileges. Kells draws cards before he 
realizes that he is going to play. 


He does right well at it, too, and 


pretty soon he discovers that, if things 
work out righe, he can be the un- 
disputed Big Shot of all Los Angeles. 
This, of course, requires the removal 
of certain commercial ricals, so he 
sets out to remove them. And the 
fun begins. 


In the end every major character 


and practically all the minor ones— 
as far as I can recall—have been kill- 
ed, including Kells himself. If unre- 
strained homicide is your dish, you 
can't help liking "Fast One." 
Any 


gang novel, after this, will seem like 
an anti-climax.
